Aug. 12, 1918 .

Just received your most welcomed 
letter' and as usual glad to hear from 
you, also fjlad you ore all well, as I am 
glad to say I am feeling myself again. 
Am glad to hear the boys are fine. So 
Ed and Andrew ,are on their way over 
seas." I wish I was with them, instead 
of staying down hero drilling recruits, 
but T guess somebody has got to do it. 
We are getting along fine with them. 
1 think we will have a good bunch of 
soldiers out of them, when we do go 
over, which is supposed to be soon, but 
1 am afraid it will be sometime as our 
division is going to be formed here, 
and there has got to bb two more of 
Hrtfantry Regiments formed yet, as 
^jfs"*vcfour Regiments of Infantry 
in a Division, 'in all about thirty thous- 
and men in a Division. 

Gee, I'll say army life agrees with 
EJ, he has got me beat just now as I 
onl/weigh about 165 lbs. Just before 
wecame here I weighed 171 lbs., but 
tr.ii hot sun and work has taken it oft, 
a:J not feeling very good for a while 
i<!ped.

Interest Rate 

, Secretary McAdoo has' definitely an- 
nounced, that the fourth Liberty loan 
bonds wlllbear i x 4 per cent interest. 

The secretary has been insistent that 
the government interest rate should.be 
stabilized at 4J per cent. He points 
out that a raiBe in the rate of interest 
of only one-fourth of/ 1 per cent on $10,- 
000,000,000 of. government. bonds would 
mean an annual increase of $26,000,000 
iii interest charges, and that this money 
would have to be raised by increased 
taxation and paid by the people of the 
country. It would not bepaid by one 
class only, because there are consump- 
tion as well as other kinds of taxes and 
the consumption taxes reach every 
class of people. 

"As an intelligent people," said Sec- 
retary McAoo during the third Liberty 
loan campaign, ".we should now make 
a stand for the financing of our gov- 
ernment during the period of this' war 
at a stabilized rate of interest, say at 
4J per cent per annum, so that all busi- 
ness and all investments may be ad- 
justed to that basis, and so that we 
ourselves may protect ourselves against 
successively increased rates of interest 
on government loans.". 

Neither our patriotism nor our sup- 
port of the Liberty loons are measured 
in fractions of per cent; .

Thursday, Sept. 12,, 
1918, for the gravelling of the follow- 
ing-roads: - 

The ■ Pikeville road .from near the 
center of Section 3, 46-10 northerly and 
easterly for a distance of three fourths 
of a mile, more or less. 

Antioeh-Fox Lake Road from "near, 
the' Grim School on the north lines of 
Section 19, southerly to the'Grass Lake 
Road, a, distance of nearly three- 
fourths of a mile. 

Said improvement shall .consist of 
furriUning, delivering and spreading 
pit-run gravef," ; using three (3) cubic 
yards per lineal rod of road.'

effect that the' purchase of substitutes! 
was no longer necessary, we herewith J 
publish an exact copy of the latest/ 
official ruling. •<" 

These new regulations supercede the 
fifty-fifty rule. The retail dealer sel- 
ling standard wheat flour is required to . 
carry in Btock either barley flour, corn 
meal or corn flour and with every sale 
of wheat flour must sell a combination 
of some one or more of these in propor- 
tion of one pound of substitutes to each 
four, poundB of wheat flour. No dealer 
may force any other substitutes in com" . 
bination upon the consumer, and the 
substitutes must conform to the stand- 
ards fixed by the United States Food 
Administration. ; 

There are some localities where other 
substitutes are available and which re- 
tailers may wish to carry. In order to 
meet this, situation the following flours, 
may also be sold in such combinations, 
in lieu of the above flours, if the con- 
sumer so demands, at the ratio of one 
pound to each -four pounds of wheat 
flour, namely: kaffir flour, rice' flour, 
bean flour, mi lo* flour,\oat flour, potato 
flour, buckwheat flour, feterita flou 
and meal, peanut flour arid^ sweet pot 
to flour. 

Pure rye flour or' meal may be .sol 
as a substitute but must be sold in tke- 
proportion of at least, two pounds' of 
rye with three pounds of.wheat'flour. 
- The foregoing rules apply to all cus- 
tom and exchange transactions as. well 
as sales of flour to farmers^, unless 
modified - ' by, special announcement of 
the Federal Food Administrator of the 
state where the, mill 'is located,' acting 
with the approval of the zone commit-, 
tee.

The Forged Passport.

He could speak English fluently, and 
he interrupted mo several times to ex- 
press bis sympathy for the sufferings 
I had endured. 

••O'Brien," he said, after I had con- 
cluded my story, "I am going to help 
you. It may take several days — per- 
haps as long as two weeks — but event- 
ually wo will provide the means to en- 
able you to get to Holland." 

I thanked him a thousand times and 
told him that I didn't know how I 
could possibly repay him. 
p "Don't think of thnt," he replied; 
"the satisfaction of knowing that I 
have aided in placing one more victim 
of the Huns beyond their power to 
harm will more than repay mo for all 
the risk I shall run in helping you. 
You'd better turn in now, O'Brien, and 
In the morning I'll tell you what I plan 
V to do." 
I As I removed my clothes and noticed 
that my knec3 were still swollen to 
kvlce their normal size, that my left 
ankle was black and blue from the 
wrench I had given it when I Jumped 
from the train and that my ribs showed 
through my skin, I realized what a lot 
I had been through. As. a matter of 
fact, I could not have weighed more 
than one hundred and fifty pounds ut 
that time, whereas I had tipped the 
scales at one hundred and ninety when 
I was with my squadron in France. 

I lost no time In getting into bed 
pad still less in getting to sleep. I 
don't know what I dreamed of that 
night, but I had plenty of time to go 
through the experiences of my whole 
life, for when I was aroused by a 
knock on the door and Huyligcr en- 
tered la response to my invitation to 
enter, hie told me thnt It was nearly 
noon I I had slept for almost twelve 
hours. 

I cannot say that the thought did 
not run through my head that per- 
haps after all I was living in a fool's 
paradise, and that when Huyligcr re- 
appeared It would be with a couple of 
German soldiers behind him, but I dis- 
missed such misgivings summarily, re- 
alizing that I was doing Huyligcr an 
injustice to let such things enter my 
head even for nn Instant. I had no 
right to . doubt his sincerity and it 
would do mo no good to entertain such 
suspicions. If he wns going to prove 
treacherous to me, I was powerless 
any way to cope with hlra. 

In a few moments my host reap- 
peared with a tray containing my 
breakfast. I don't suppose I shall ever 
forget that meal. It consisted of a 
cup of coffee — real coffee, not the kind 
I had had at Courtral — several slices of 
bread, somo hot potatoes and a dish 
of scrambled eggs. 

Every mouthful of that meal tasted 
like angel-food to me and Huyligcr 
sat on the edge of the bed and watched 
me enjoying it, at the same tlmo out- 
lining the plans he had made for my 
escape. 

In brief, the schome was to conceal 
mo In a convent until conditions were 
ripe for mo to make my way to the 
border. In tho meanwhllo I was to bo 
dressed In tho garb of a priest, and 
when the time came for mo to leave 
tho city I was to pretend that I was a 
Spanlslr sailor, because I could speak a 
littlo Spanish, which I hod picked 
up on the const. To attempt to play 
tho part of a Belgian would becomo In- 
creasingly difficult, ho pointed out, and 
would bring Inevitable disaster In tho 
event that I was called upon to speak. 
Huyllger said I would bo given suf- 
ficient money to .bribe the German 
guards at the Dutch frontier, and ho 
assured me that everything would work 
out according to schedule. 
"Yours Is not the first case, O'Brien, 
, wo have hnndled successfully," ho de- 
• clnred. "."Only three weeks ago I heard 
from nn English merchant who had 
•escaped from a Gorman detention camp 



and came to mo for assistance nnd 
whom I had been able to get through 
the lines. His message telling me of 
his safe arrival in Rotterdam came to- 
me In on indirect way, of course, but 
the fact that the pluns we had mnde 
carried through without mishap makes 
me feel that we ought to be able to do 
as much for you." 

I told Huyligcr I was ready to follow 
his instructions and would do any- 
thing ho suggested. 

"I want to rejoin my squadron as 
soon as I possibly can," I told hlra, 
"but I realize that It will take a ccr- 
tln length of time for you to make tho 
necessary arrangements, nnd I will be 
as patient as I can." 

The first thing to do, Huyllger told 
me, was to prepnro n passport. He had 
a blank ono nnd It was a comparatively 
Blniple matter to fill in the spaces, us- 
ing a genuine passport which Huyllger 
possessed as a sample of the hand- 
writing of the pnssport clerk. My oc- 
cupation was entered as that of a 
sailor. My birthplace we gave as 
Spain, nnd we put my age at thirty. 
As a matter of fact, at that tlmo I 
could easily have passed -for thirty- 
five, but we figured that with proper 
food and n decent place to sleep at 
night, I could soon regain my normal 
nppearance, and the passport would 
have to serve me, perhaps, for several 
weeks to come.

Every genu- 
ine passport bore nn official rubber 
stamp, something like an 'elaborate 
postmark, and I was at a loss to know 
how to get over that difficulty.

There have been many Belgians shot 
for helping escaped prisoners nnd other 
fugitives, nnd it Is not to bo wondered, 
nt that they nre willing to take ns fqw 
chances- ns possible. A man with u 
family, especially, does not feel Jus- 
tified In helping a stranger* when he- 
knows that he arid his whole family" 
may be shot or sent to prison for their 
pains. 

Although I suffered much from the 
nttltude of Huyllger and his associates,, 
I' suppose I ought to hold no grudge 
against them In view of the unenviable 
predicament In • which they are 
themselves.

Under the banner of the fourth Lib- 
erty lonn are enlisted one million wom- 
en. Like soldiers at attention they 
await the coming drive, rendy to talk 
bonds and sell bonds and buy bonds. 
Ever since the first bugle call sounded 
the women have been mobilizing their 
forces. Through tho Nutloriul Wom- 
an's Liberty- Loun committee new vis- 
tas of activity were opened to the- 
women of the country and marching 
through three lortns along previously 
unexplored roads of national finance 
they have advanced to a significant 
pi uce In the front lines of government 
endeavor. 

In May, 1017, tho secretary of tho 
treasury staked his belief In the pa- 
triotism and 'ability of the women of 
America. At that time he appointed 
the Natlonnl Woman's Liberty Loan 
committee, the first and only executlVu 
committee of women In the history of 
the United States government Two 
days after, their appointments wero 
made eleven women met .and mado 
their pluns In the treasury at Wash- 
ington. These plnns were the Inspi- 
ration for an organization that has 
spread all over the country, until to- 
day It reaches Into every "city, every 
town; every village and hamlet and 
crossroads. 

Fine Work on Former Loans. 
When tho first loan was announced 
the committee decided that the work 
done by Its members during that cam- 
paign shouhl be directed towurd gen- 
eral aid In the districts rather than to 
Intensive organization work of women. 
Nevertheless, in the two weeks ul' 
lottell to them, women from coast to 
coast rallied to the colors. In this 
short time the women In the New 
York district raised more than eight 
millions of dollars; the women of 
Pittsburgh raised one-third of that 
city's large subscription, excluding cor- 
porations; New England's hastily 
gathered group of women swelled the 
bulk of the returns; and the women 
of southern California outdid the rest 
of the country by establishing a ratio 
of seven women to every three men 
buying Liberty bonds. . 

The original plan of the commlttco 
had to meet two conditions. Tho fed- 
eral reserve districts were the unit 
of financial organization but tho states 
were the unit of the women's organi- 
zations. These two had to be cor- 
related. 

Hundreds of Thousands Are Helping. 
To accomplish this two sets of chair- 
men were appointed, twelve to the 
various federal reserve districts and 
40 to the states and the District of 
Columbia. Tho federal reserve chair- 
men ore regarded as ambassadors to 
tho federal reserve banks rather than 
organization promoters. Under the di- 
rection of the state chairmen, the na- 
tional organization has been evolved, 
so that In the second loan sixty thou- 
sand women were working as fiscal 
n gents of the government, and in the 
third loan over five hundred thousand 
women were nugmentlng subscriptions. 
This new field of endeavor has revo- 
lutionized the American wohien.. With 
one million women making house-to- 
house canvasses, working in booths In 
department stores, making dutoinpbllo 
campalgas, nnd talking bonds from ev- 
ery street corner, tho old Idea has been 
eliminated that the American woman 
Is a pampered, parasitic pet. 

The machinery of tho National 
Woman's Liberty Lonn committee is 
already In action for the fourth Lib- 
erty loan, and In every federal reserve 
district and In every state the million 
workers stand ready to fusillade with 
their energy and patriotism the ammu- 
nition stores of wealth for the fighting 
men of the nation."

The American troops In their drive 
beyond Juvigny advanced about two 
miles and captured nearly GOO prison- 
ers, together with considerable war 
supplies. 

The advance from Juvigny began at 
four o'clock Saturday, and the Amer- 
icans had gained their objective by 
nine o'clock at night. Bugged points 
in the new lino were smoothed out. 

Iti addition to the 000 prisoners, two 
pieces of artillery were raptured and 
iijrrent number of machine guns and 
treucn^ortnrs.

North of Solssons Franco-American 
troops captured IIII1 150 and they now 
hold all the high ground between Sols- 
sons and Leury, according to Informa- 
tion received from the buttle front. 

The Amerlcnns took the vlllnge of 
Juvigny after bitter resistance. Their 
positions extended north toward Cha- 
vlgny lute this afternoon, when the 
buttle bad developed Into one of the 
most desperate in which Amerleaus 
had yet fought. 

Accompanied by n- fleet of tanks nnd 
covered by a heavy artillery barrage 
the Americans swept forwnrd ngnlnst 
the German lines thnt slowly nnd re^ 
luctantly fell back over Juvigny pln^ 
tonu. The little operation carried out 
Wednesday by the French and Ameri- 
cans had been merely-preparatory to 
the attack which begun at soveh^ 
o'clock In the morning. 

Foe Flees From Ballleul. 
London, Aug. 31.— British troops 
crossed the Ulndenburg line to the 
south of Bullecourt. In the Lvs sali- 
ent. In Flanders, the British nre re- 
ported to hovo taken Noote , Boom, 
Uireo miles south of Ballleul. The Ger- 
mans have retreated from tlio town of 
Ballleul. 

British Take Combles. 
London, Aug. 31.— British troops 
have captured Combles, between Pe- 
ronne nnd the Somme, It wns ofllclnl- 
ly nnnouneed by rho British wnr of- 
llce. Advanced" British troops have 
crossed the Somme river, south nnd 
west of Peronne. The British nlso 
captured Clery-sur-Sorame between 
Combles nnd Peronne. 

French Capture Noyon. 
Pnrls, Aug. 30.— The French, after 
capturing Noyon In heavy lighting con- 
tinued their advance nnd now have. a 
foothold oh. the southern slope of 
Mont St Simeon, more than a mile to 
thes east, according to-tho war oillce 
announcement. They nlso huvo taken 
Landrlmont and- Morllncourt and have 
crossed the Allette river at seve>al 
points. 

The Germans lost three complete 
ammunition trains nt Breull. live, miles 
west of Ham, lu their precipitate re- 
treat. 

U. S. Troops Aided by Tankc 
With the American Army ln : France, 
Aug._30— Late In- the afternoon the 
Americans held positions In Uie light- 
ing line In the Solssons region extend- 
ing In a northerly direction from Chn- 
vlgny. 

The firing was continuous through- 
out the night on both sides, the Ger- 
nmn guns being especially active. Tlio 
rains of the early evening censed be- 
fore the ground had been converted 
Into mud, so, when the orders were 
given tlio men moved forwnrd unim- 
peded.

All male persons must register who 
shall have attained their eighteenth 
birthday and shall not have attained 
their forty-sixth birthday on or before 
the day set by the president for regis- 
tration. The only exceptions are: 

(A) Persons who, prior to the day 
Ret for the registration by the presi- 
dent, have" registered either under the 
terms of theract approved May 38, 1017, 
or under the terms of the public. reso- 
lution of congress npproved Mny 20/ 
1018, whether, called for service or 
not ; 

(B) Ofllcers nnd enlisted men of the 
regulnr army, ofllcers appointed, nnd 
men of the forces drafted, under the 
provisions of the act approved May 18, 
1017; ofllcers nnd enlisted men of the 
National Gunrd while in the. service of 
the United States; and the ofllcers of 
the ofllcers' reserve corps and enlisted 
reserve corps while In the service of 
the United States; and 

(C) Ofllcers nnd enlisted men of the 
navy nnd marine corps, and ofllcers 
and enlisted and enrolled men of the 
naval reserve force and marine corps 
reserve while In the service of the 
United States.

Full Military Man Power of the Na- 
tion Ib Ordered Mobilized— Text 
cf Proclamation. 

Washington.— WiL'i ' the publication 
of the president's proclunmtion setting 
September 12 as the day on which all 
uien between the nges ofJeighteen and 
forty-live must register, machinery of 
the provost marshal.'s ofllce was set In 
motion to carry out the second great 
enrollment 

The bill, completed In congress Sat- 
urday, had been sent to the White 
House for tlie president's slgnuturo 
soon after the house and senate con- 
vened. 

It is estimated that at least 12,778,- 
758 men will register this trme, com- 
pured with nearly 10.000,000 on 'the' 
ttrst registration of men from twenty- 
one to thirty-one on June fj, 1017. 
All Must Register. 

The hours of registration will ^ bo 

from < a. m. to p. m., and nnd all 

state nnd local officials are called on 

to make Immediate arrangements for 

maintenance. of registration places on 
that day. 

The President's Proclamation; 
After citing the law and stating the 
regulations for registration, the' presi- 
dents proclamation reads as follows: 
I'irteon months ngothe men of 'the 
country from twenty-one to thirty 
years of uge were registered. Three 
months ago nnd again this month 
those who had just reached the uge 
of twenty-one were added. It now re- 
mains to Include all men between the 
agos of eighteen and -forty-live 

"This Is not a new policy. - A cen- 
tury and a -quarter ngo It wns delib- 
erately ordulned by those who were 
then responsible for the safety and de- 
fense of the nation that the duty of 
military service should rest upon all 
able bodied men between the ages of 
eighteen and forty-flve. We now nc 
cept nnd fulfill the obligation which 
they established, nn obligation ex- 
pressed In our national statutes from 
that time until «iow. Wo solemnly pur- 
pose n decisive, victory of arms and 
deliberate y to devote the larger part 
df the military man power of the na- 
tion to the accomplishment of that 
purpose. 

LaudB Younaer Soldiers. 
•: The younger men hnve from the 
first been ready to go. They have fur- 
nished voluntary enlistments out of all 
proportion to their numbers. Our mill- 
tnry authorities regard them ns hav- 
ing the highest combntant qualities. 
Their youthful enthuslusm, their vir- 
ile eagerness, their gallant spirit of 
during make them the admiration of 
nil who see them In .action. They 
covet not only the distinction of serv- 
ing In this great wnr, but also the in- 
spiring memories which hundreds of 
spiring memories which hundreds of 
thousands of them will cherish 
through the years, to come, of a great 
day and a great sen-ice for their coun- 
try and for mankind] 

"By the men of the older group now 
called upon the opportunity now 
opened to them will be accepted with 
the culm resolution of those who- re- 
nllzo the full, the deep nnd solemn 
significance of wbnt they do. Having 
made a place for themselves in their 
respective communities, having as- 
sumed ot home the graver responsi- 
bilities of life In muny spheres, look- 
ing back upon honorable records In 
civil and industrial life, they will re- 
nlize ns perhaps no others could how 
entirely their own fortunes nnd the 
fortunes of nil whom they love nre 
put at stake In this wnr- for right, nnd 
will know thnt the very records they 
hnve made render this new duty the 
commanding duty of thler lives. * 

"They know how surely this is the 
nation's wnr, how Imperatively It de- 
mands the mobilization and massing 
of nil cur resources of every kind. 
They Will regard this cull ns the su- 
preme call of their day, and will an- 
swer It aeordlngly. 

Only^Part Will Be Called. 
"Only a portion of those who regis- 
ter will be called upon to bear arms. 
Those who nre not physically fit will bo 
excused ; those exempted by alien alle- 
giance; those who should not be re- 
lieved of their present responsibilities; 
nbove all those who cannot be spured 
from the civil nnd Industrial tasks nt 
home upon which tho success of our. 
armies depends ns much as upon the 
lighting nt the front. But all must 
bo registered In order that the se<- 
lection for military service mny be 
made Intelligently nnd with full In- 
formation. 

•'This will be our finnl demonstra- 
tion of loyalty, democracy, and the will 
to win. our solemn notice to nil the 
world thnt we stand nbsolutely togeth- 
er In n common resolution nnd pur- 
pose. It Is tho cnll to duty to which 
every true man In the country will re-, 
spond with pride nnd with the con- 
sciousness that In doing so he plays 
his part in vindication of a great cause 
nt whose summons every true heurt of.
